CURE FOR CANCERS. 


Our attention has) boen receritly culled 


to a cure for canceta, which is of so much 
importance that we wish to make it known 
as widely as possible. Some eight months 
ago, Mr, T. by Mason, who kept a ‘inusie 
store on Wisconsin street, and isa brother 
of tho well known Lowell Mason—ascer- 
tained that he bad a cancer on his face the 
size of a pea.

A piece of sticking plaster was put over 
the cancer, with a circular piece cut out of 
the centre a little larger than the cancer, 
so that the cancer and # small circular rim 
of hoalthy skin next to it was exposed, — 
Then a plaster mado of chloride of zinc, 
blood-root, and wheat flour, was spread on 
a piece of muslin, the size of this circular

I remarked to Dr. King 
it Was very strange for a person to beso long 
sick and so ill at the stomach, Tho Doctor 
replied he knew all abontit as she was b 
wife and he had greater facilities ot knowi 
more than any person else, I recommended 
another Physician to be called in. ‘The Doo- 
tor said it was no use, that he had called Dr. 
Fife and proposed to him to send to Toronto 
for another and did not appear unwilling to 
call another Doctor, but said lie was so well 
acqmiinted with the case that it was no use, 
T culled again on Saturday previous to her 
death and found her very poorly. Shespoke 
as though if another Doctor had been called 
she might have been saved—Dr. King spoke 
inglignantly—and said he knew her case per- 
fectly and that it was incurable, and appenr- 
ed to feel angry at what I said, and that he

The coutents of the stomach were mixed with 
a little distilled water: stirred up, allowed to 
settle aud then decanted, a considerable quan 
tity of a greyish granular ov sandy watter ro: 
mained behind. A minute partiole of this 
powder was dried and heated with ¢larcoal in 
a reduction tube, A metallic ring was readily 
produced which exhibited in various tests all 
the properties of metallic arsenic. 

The powder was therefore in all probability 
arsepivus acid (white arsenic) and as the 
quantity observed was more than sufficient to 


Sary to institute a search for organic poisons, 
or proceeding, whieh would have very much 
coniplicated and lengthened the analysis, 

The contents were evaporated (with the 
powder), nearly to dryness, and dissolved with 
destruction ef the organic matter in thy usual 
way. The stomach itself having been washed 
and the washings added to the contents, was 
treated in the snioe manuor, 

‘Lhe two solutions thus obtained were satur 
ated with Hydrosulphuric acid, ant a large 
quantity of a yellow precipitate obtained in 
the first case, a smaller amount in the second. 
The two precipitates were collected on filters, 
removed by means of ammonia, and further 
purified by fusion with nitre of soda, &e; on 
being again precipitated by Hydro-sulphoric 
acid, they were obtained in a pure form as a 
yellow powder or precipitate viz; sulphide of 
arsenic or ordunent, The quantity was such 
as would bo equivalent to about eleven grains 
of white arsenic. 

No 1 (A specimen of this purified yellow 
sulphide accompanics the report) a portion of 
the sulphide was reduced by means of cyanide
